PROPOSED PENSIONS FOR 
TEACHERS 
odin 
The teathers ‘@f the province are 
again approaching the government in 


their effort to secure adoption of al 


pensions plan. 

The government has replied to this 
roquest in the past by saying that the 
financial obligations of a pensions 
scheme would have to be carefully 
considered. This is acknowledged, 
but examination of the financial end 
of the proposal should not unduly de- 
lay it. 

The Minister of Education has in- 
timated lately that a question of pol- 
icy is involved. By this he probably 
means that a gefi2ral pensions plan 
may have to be considered in relation 
to certain suggestions that he has in 
mind regarding changes in the school 
act. 

Our understanding of this latter 
matter is that the changes that he has 
teritatively advocated relate only to 
rural school districts. Consequently, 
city teachers would not be affected. 
But whether the school act is event- 
ually altered or not, this is not suf- 
ficient reason for indefinitely post- 
poning action on a pensions scheme. 
A plan of pensions can be evolved that 
that would allow for possible subse- 
quent modifications of the school act. 

The department of education should 
aspire to securing the most efficient 
and stabilized staff of teachers that 
ran be procured for all the schools of 
the province, in both the city and 
country. An adequate pensions plan 
would contribute to this result. It 
would make for contentment and per- 
manence in the service. It would give 
to teachers a feeling of security to 
which ,they are entitled. It would tend 
to hold good teachers in the profes- 
sion, and would reward faithful ser- 
vice by assuring at least minimum 
competence in the years when they 
are unable to teach. 

Members of governments are not 
always as closely in touch with pub- 
lic sentiment as they feel that they 
are. In this instance the government 
will be in error if it thinks that the 
public will not} approve of pensions 
for teachers, The public knows that 
by force of necessaty economies; tea- 
che:s are rarely paid salaries com- 
mer urate with the importance of the 
valuable work that they perform, and 
there would be a general feeling of 
satisfaction if a fair pensions plan 
were applied in this province, which 
would, to some extent, compensate for 
the comparatively small salaries that 
teachers are given.

Const. Collett has received ‘orders 
from the Atternesy Genéral’s Dept., 
that lotteries must cease and the lew 
enforced. 

Lotteries are not to be permitted 
any more in Alberta. The attorney- 
gencral’s department is again calling 
the attention of civic municipal au- 
thorities. throughout the province to 
the matter, and this time is notifying 
them that the law must be enforced. 
For lotteries are strictly prohibited by 
the criminal code of Canada. 

There has been, it is pointed out, a 
general disregard of the law on this 
score,, and lottery schemes of one 
sort and another have been growing 
more numeéefous and more elaborate 
for some time past. /A previous warn- 
ing from the attorney-general’s de- 
partment was not as widely observed 
as was expected, and now a second 
notice is being given to the effect that 
there must be absolute and complete 
enforcement cf the dominion law 
throughout Alberta. Volations will 
be prosecuted amd convictions call for 
both fines and imprisonment. 

The prohibition of lotteries under 
the criminal code include all schemes 
or proposals of chance, the only ex- 
caption being that raffles for prizes 
of small value may pe held at bazaars 
for charitable or religious purposes. 
Even for this one exception, however, 
there are a number of conditions, 
which, it is stated, have not been 
generally observed. Permission for 
such must be secured from the civic 
or municipal council, mayor, reeve or 
chief officer of any city, town, or 
municipality; the articles raffled must 
first have been offered for sale im the 
regular way, and remaining unsold at 
the close of the bazaar may then be 
disposed of in this way; and no such 
article may be raffled if its value ex- 
ceeds $50. 

Wheels of fortune are permitted, 
under the amendment of the criminal 
code, on agricultural fair grounds dur- 
the course of the annual fair, but dice 
games, shell games, punch boards, 
and coin tables are prohibited there as 
elsewhere. 

The printing, publishing, or adver- 
tising of lottery schemes or partici-

According 
to officials of the attorney-general’s 
department, there is a sunprising lack 
of inforcement of the criminal code on 
the entire question, and lotteries have 
been grcwing in consequence.

Mr. Windcler stated that he had one 
suggestion to make and one which 
could easily be carried out by the 
sheepmen themselves. In shearing 
the heads and legs, it is customary 
to remove the dark or grey hairs, 


are being hand!ed. This amounts t»> 
practically nothing in weight, but 
when it is tied up with the rest of 
the fleece it gets mixed in so with the 
wool during processing in the mills 
that it cannot be removed.’ These lit- 
tle short dark hairs will not take the 
dye and, therefore, they make the 
the wool less fit fer manufacturing 
into the more expensive light colored 
yarns, blankets and cloth. Mr. O’Brien 
states, that in his opniion, the bulk 
of the dark fibre complained of in 
Canadian wool is traceable to this 
cause. 

Sheepmen are strongly advised by 
the Canadian Co-operative Wool 
Growers to make sure that these tufts 
of hair do not get in with the fleece. 
As previously mentioned there is 
practically no loss in weight when this 
material is thrown away, as it should 
| be, whereas, if included, it invariably 
|lowers the quality of the clip and de-
